KILLED ON THE BORDER. 


A Bloody Encounter Between Cat- 
tlemen, Boomers and the 
Mounted Police. | 


One Guard, Two Cattlemen 
and a Boomer Bite 
the Dust. 


Fatal Affray Between Two Boomers Over @ 
Claim Near Kiowa—‘‘Oklahoma” Harry 
Hill Mysteriously Missing and Supposed 
to Have Been Murdered—Arkansas City 
Crowded With Walking Arsenals and 
Toughs— Serious Troubie Expected — 
Thirty Thotsand Boomers at Camp 
Hayes Ready for the Start—Whisky 
Sellers and Plunderers on the Border. 


- SmiTH, Ark., April 18.—Four men were 
killed on the border of Oklahoma yesterday, 
Word was received here last evening of a con- 
flict between parties of boomers, cattlemen 
and Chickasaw police at the ford at Chis- 
holm’s cattle trail, forty miles west of Okla- 
homa City, on the Canadian River. The cat- 
tlemerm were taking several hundred animals 
from Frank Colbert’s ranch, in the Chickasaw 
Nation, to Kansas, but the mounted police 
guarding the northern border of Oklahome 
refused to permit them to use the celebrated 
Chisholm trail leading through the new ter- 
ritory. Afightresultedin which the cattle- 
men were reinforced bya party of boomers 
from Cooke and Fanning Counties, Tex. One 
of the guard, two cattlemen and one boomer 
named Geiss were killed in the melee, besides 
the loss of some valuable horses. The cattle- 
men took the old Abilene trail and wens 
around through the Cheyenne reservation. 


Afiray Among Boomers, 


WICHITA, Kan., April 18.—The first serious 
affray among the boomers occurred abont ten 
miles north of Kiowa. The boomers claimed 
a certain quarter section and one named Geo. 
Kramer undertook to put the other, Charles 
Heidke, off the land. Both men. drew re- 
volvers and Kramer was shot through the 

ead and instantly killed. Heidke was shot 
through the groin and may dle.

Monday noon his dog was found shot 
through the head. A reward of $600 has been 
offered for his discovery and this reward will 
be greatly increased. 


All Ready at Camp Hayes. 


ARKANSAS CITY, Kan., April 18.—At 8 
o’clock this morning one of the runners 
just in from Capt. Hayes’ camp says the camp 
isallalive and getting ready to accompany 
the boomers across the Cherokee strip. 
Nearly 30,000 are here and will fallin line. 


They have been ordered to move in an or- 
derly manner along the established trails. 
If any fences are destroyed or other depreda- 
tions committed the whole line will be stopped 
and the wulley ones turned back. ‘The grand 
procession will be accompanied by twenty to 
thirty reporters on ponies, now stationed with 
the cavalry at Chillocco Creek. The ttrouble, 
ifany, will soon begin. The Chicago camp 
began moving in line last night. Among those 
with that colony were: M. UC. Baker, 
E. T. Culper, M. Hass and L. Hopkins. 
It is reported that one hundred 
of the tough element started at midnight for 
the border to sell whisky and cigars to those 
who had avy morey left. Plunder will be 
their next move.

ships in Ireland. 

After all, life is too short to waste much 
time over the discovery of whether this per- 
son or thatisallheorshe ought to be. To 
**take people as you find them’’ is as pleasant 
away out ofthe difficulty asI know. We 
none of us want to live and die with those we 
meet on our way through the world (always 
excepting the matchless one whois sure to 
turn up sooner or later), and therefore, if the 
passing shadows be presentable in every re- 
spect—well-bred, no brawlers, not given to 
picking and stealing or the murdering of 
their neighbors, why, letus sendthem cards 
for our next dance and be happy. 

This open-heartedness, however, belongs 
more to the country than the town; perhaps 
because in the green dullness ofthe former, 
where the houses are four and seven and 
often ten miles apart, any stray star dropping 
into our midst is looked upon ase Godsend.

A Much Wanted Divorce Granted — The 
Dieckmann Case—Legal Notes. 


Judge Withrow released Sarah A. Gilbert 
from the bonds that bound her to her hus- 
band, Sidney L. Gilbert, this morning and 
from the testimony itis easy to believe that 
she is well pleased to be free once more. She 
said that her husband treated her with con- 
stant and systematic cruelty. Sometimes, on 
some trivial pretext, he would compel her to 
beg his pardon orto stand on the floor for sev- 


eral hours for punishment. Once he flew intoa 
rage with her without reason, and slapped her 
in the mouth sv severely that her face was 
swollen. He often told her if she was a man 
he would kill her, and said timeand again 
that she was distasteful to bim and he did not 
love her. He called herafool and an idiot 
and other contemptuous and worse names 
without provocation and inthe presence of 
other people. Sometimes when § their 
friends were present, he would com- 
mand her to ‘‘*shut  * or ‘‘stop talk- 
ing,’’” and say to ier ‘‘don’t be a 
fool,’’ much to her mortification and humilia- 
tion. Heoften told her jin the presence of 
others that she must vield implicit obedience 
to his commands, and in the presence of 
others he compelled her to beg his pardon ina 
humiliating manner. He brought his mother 
and sisters to the house,and though he treated 
them with much affection, he ignored her, 
and sometimes refuse«| to sveak to her for 
weeks, making her feel that she was the per- 
son of least consideration in the house. Fi- 
nally he drove her out and would not let her 
return. She was granted the divorce and 
$1,000 alimony.

Frem the Housewife. 

Cotton is injurious when worn next the skin. 
The fibre of which it is composed does not 
absorb the perspiration ofthe body, which is 
forced back again in a chilly state upon it. To 


wear linen or cotton is like bathing in cold 
water and putting one’s clothes on without 
drying. Itis certain to produce colds, and 
very frequently, if persisted in, induces a per- 
80D 80 disposed to consumption. Wool alone 
is the material out of which, sum- 
mer and winter, our undergarments (by 
which I mean those worn next the skin) 
should be made. Wool is not impervious,like 
cotton;it absorbs the moisture of the bedy 
and helps to keep the skin atacomfortable, 
even temperature. It permits ventilation 
also, an excellent thing for the healthy skin. 

In the form of vests, combinations and 
stockings, woolen fabrics should, therefore, 
be worn and worn always. But you will possi- 
bly object: How uncomfortable it would be in 
summer to wear hot vests and, and above all, 
hot stockings? So it would,I admit; but it 
must be remembered that there are various 
degrees of thickness in woolen fabrics, and 
that it is, therefore, possible to adapt one’s 
woolen clothing to the state of the weather. 
For example, there is thick lambs’ wool for 
winter wear and all-wool merino for summer 
of such gossamer lightness that you would 
not fancy it to be woolatall. One great point 
to be observed, be your clothing thick or 
thin, is that it be made of pure unadulterated 
wool. You will have to pay more for it cer- 
tainly, than for a mixturé of cotton and 
wool, but, with the great demand there has 
been of late for pure wool goods, the supply 
has come forth, and all-wool clothing does 
not cost half what it used to do.

‘*About one-half of that number.’’ 

‘*To what points are the shipments made?’’ 
‘**All the ——— Northern cities, New 
York, Chicago, hiladelphia, Boston, St. 
Louis, Milwaucee, Louisville and Cincinnati.’’ 

‘*Where do the palms come from?’’ 

**Along the coast. They grow wild.’’ 

**How are they transported to the North?’’ 

‘‘By steamer to ali points whichcan be 
reached by water line. e willsend a good 
many this season, however, by rail.’’ 

‘*‘When did shipping palm from Savannah 
begin?’’ 

‘*About six years ago. When we first began 
shipping, cane stakes or swamp canes were 
shipped. Recently, however, nothing but 

alms have been skipped for decoration on 

alm Sunday, but between four thousand and 
five thousand stakes are shipped every year 
for green-house purposes.’’

On April 18 in his proclamation Gov. Francis 
said: ‘‘Deeming it meet and proper that the 
people of this commonwealth should show due 
appreciation of their priceless heritage, I, 
David R. Francia, Governor of Missouri, 
by virtue of authority in me vested, do hereby 
appoint Tuesday, April 30, 1889, a day of 
thanksgiving and do declare and establish the 
same asa public holiday,’’ and he, too, recom- 
mended an hour of prayer. 

Yesterday Mayor Noonan issued a 
prociamation which contained the 
following essertial paragraph: ‘‘In view 
of these facts and by virtue of the 
authority vested in meas Mayor ofthe city of 
St. Louls, I, Edward A. Noonan, hereby de- 
clare the 80th day of April, 1889, to be a public 
holiday, on which day all municipal offices 
shell be closed’’—and a recommendation for 
thanksgiving. :

SWIET SWINGS. 


The Brutal Wife Murderer Hanged at Hart- 
ford, Conn,, To-Day. 


HARTFORD, Conn., April 18.—John H, Swift, 
24 years old, who was executed this morning 
for the murder of his wife, kept up good 
courage, and in response to inguiries this 
morning said that he felt ‘‘first rate.’’ His 
mother and sister bade him a last good-bye at 
10 o’ clock last evening. Father Corcoran was 
with ‘him from that time until midnight. 
From then until after daylight he was alone 
with the deputies and apparently slept peace- 
fully mostofthe time. Father Corcoran and 
another priest return to the jail soon after 7 
o’clock, at which time Swift had his breakfast 
of steak, coffee, etc., of which he ate heartily. 
Thirteen policemen were on duty as extra 
guard, but everything was very quiet. As the 
execution took place inside the jail, it could 
not be seen from any outside point and there 
was, therefore, no motive for the gathering of 
acrowd. Permission to witness the execution 


was mainly restricted to representatives of: 


the press and officers of the law. 

The gallows stood not over 100 feet from the 
condemned man’scell, where two clergymen 
were administering the last consolations of 
religion. On the gallows were about fifty rep- 
resentatives of the press,while in the corridor 
were gathered deputies and other spectators. 

At 10:15 the little procession lefttheceil. It 
was headed by the Sheriff, Then came the 
condemned man between the two priests, 
while four deputies brought ~ the rear. 
Swift Pooked quite pete, but walked firmly. 
When on the scaffold the priests offered 
prayer. The prisoner's legs werethen pin- 
ioned, and at 10:18 the black cap. was slipped 
over his head and the oe inetantly fell. 
There was no rebound ofthe body, butit fell 
like a dead weight to the extreme length of 
the rope. The legs were spasmodically drawn 
up three times, and there was aslight twitch- 
ing of the handsand then the body hung mo- 
tionless. 

SWIFT’S CRIME. 

Swift was married whenonly19 years old 
to a woman two years olderthen he, but bis 
idle and dissipated habits soon forced the 
wife to leave him. On July 7, 1887, whilein 
asaloon where he bad been wig Ae ht as a 
piano player, he expressed an intention of 
killing bis wife and displayed a revolver. A 
few hours later, be met her returning from 
the shop where she worked, asked her to 
live with him, and upon her refusing and 
turning torun away, fired the fatal shot. 
She lived only long + Sy ~ to makea brief 
ante-mortem statement, wift was tried in 
the Superior Court, found guilty of murder in 
the tirst degree and sentenced to be 
panged April 5, 1889. The case was carried to 
the Supreme Court on appeal. This court by 
a:unanimous vote of the Judges confirmed 
the sentence of the lower court. Swift then 
petitioned the Legislature for a commutation 
to imprisonment for life. Aresolution mak- 
ing the commutation passed both branches, 
but was vetoed by Gov. Bulkeley, who re- 
prieved Swift for two weeks. The Senate 

assed the resolution over the veto, but the 

ouse sustained the veto. Since that in-

of Pardons. The sister of the condemned 
man labored earnestly with the Legislature in 
bebalf of her brother.

Available 
capital tu the amount of millions and millions 
of dollarsis here represented, and the men 
who command it are not moneybags which 
must be squeezed. We have capitalists, 
bankers, brokers, merchants, real estate 
mén, manufacturers, ex-Senators, ex-Gov- 
ernors, and last but not by any means 
an insignificant tactor, newspaper men, 
of this latter fraternity we lay 
claim to fifteen representatives of thé 
most prominent New England journals, 
the Roston papers each delegating a man.

He Says Some Unknowsa Person Stole the 

| Genuine Ballots and Filled His Sack 
With Bogus Tickets—Proposed Changes 
in the Committee—The Masonic Order 
and the Legion of Honor—Charges 
Against a Committee. 


OR several days 4 
delegation of Re- 
publicans of the 
Sixteenth Ward has 
been looking for 
Central Committee- 
man Weeke. Ac- 
cording to the 
statement of one 
member of the del- 
egatiod they failed 
to findWeeke atthe 
, — usual hours and 
subsequently called atla.m.and at5a. m. 
at his house, but failed to find him. The gen- 
tlemen in search of Weeke propose to have 
him dismissed from the Republican City Com- 
mittee. Someof his Republican friends are 
even discussing the advisability of prefer- 
ring charges against him in the Masonic 
order and in the Legion of Honor, to 
which institution he belongs. They accuse 
Wicke of being in league with Tom Wand in 
his attempt to secure re-election to the House 
of Delegates. 
Mr. Ed Dobyns, who has been a resident of 
@ ward for many years, madethe following 
tatement of the trick to defeatthe Republic- 
nominee, Francis Allenberg: ‘‘About 4:30 
or5ia. m. bundles of tickets were distributed 
at the Sixteenth War& polls. They came from 
Central Committeeman Weeke’s house. After 
they were distributed Messrs. C. F. Wenneker, 
H. H. Lippelman and myself discovered that 
the tickets at Precinct 78 were fraudu- 
lent. It has been stated that they 
were the regular Twelfth Ward Republican 
ticket with the name of August B. Hilgeman 
for House of Delegates. The nameof Hilge- 
man was notdown asthe Twelfth Ward can- 
didate, but ag the Sixteenth Ward candidate. 
A comparison of the ticket withthe regular 
tickets in the other wards will show readily 
that they are fraudulent. They are notonly 
not printed fromthe same form, but are not 
of the same style oftype. In Precinct 78 there 
were no straight Republican tickets, and 
every one of these cast lost one vote to the 
Republican candidate in the ward. We asked 
the judges and were authorized to scratch them 


and place the name of Francis Allenberg on 
the ticket instead of that of Hilgeman, who 
does not live in the ward. About 10 o’clock 
Wand, who was running on the Democratic 
ticket and who was benefiting by this fraud 
before its detection, came to me and urged me 
to quit working for Allenberg.

Dre. Hodgen and Mudd Will Trephine His 
Skull at St. Luke’s Hospital To-Morraw 
in an Endeavor to Relieve His Mental 
Trouble—The Story of His Life, His Work 
and His Suffering. 


Mr. Harry B. Chase, the marine painter, 
whose mental affliction forsome years past, 
has been a source of sorrow to his many 
friends in this city and of regret to the artistic 
world, has returned to St. Louis in charge of 
his pbysictan, Dr. wn, Harlow, 
and ie §=ss oat St. Luke’s Hospital 
on Eighteenth and Washington avenusc. The 
object of his return tohis native city isto 
have an operation performed which his 
friends are hopeful, and his physician thinks, 
may result in his recovery. This operation 
will be performed to-morrow by Drs. H. H. 
Mudd and H. H. Hodgen. It will consist of 
trephining the skull and removing any im- 
pediment to the circulation which may 
be found; this being supposed to be the 
cause of his trouble, Dr. Mudd was 
seen this morning and asked what he con- 
sidered would be the result of the operation. 
He was not very sanguine, he said, of any 
great results, but there was a chance that it 
might be very beneficial,and Mr. Chase’s con- 
dition justified the attempt to bring about his 
recovery in this way. His case was one in 


which there were no positive symptoms, and 
the location of the trouble was therefore by 
no means definite. It was on this account 
that a successful issue of the operation was 


doubtful. 
MR. CHASE 

first developed the mental trouble from which 
be now is suffering a couple of years ago. It 
came on him gradually, and its cause is not 
positively known. Many believed it to be the 
resultof too close application to bis work, 
while by others it wrs attributed to a depres- 
sion in his skull coming from an accident 
which befell him when quite a child. When it 
first became apparent to his friendsin New 
York, where he was then living, that he 
was seriously afilicted, he was piaced 
under the care of good physicians, but their 
endeavors to restore him were unavailing. 
After being under their treatment for about 
a year he was taken to Sewanee, Tenn., 
where he has sinc® been in charge of Dr. 
William Harlow. Recently he has improved 
very materially physically and not a litt.e 
mentally. Hehas no acute mania and con- 
verses rationally on any subject, the only ev- 
idences of his ailment being a dullness of com- 
prehension and a marked cautiousness in ex- 
pression. 

Mr. Chase is one of the greatest, living 
marine painters and his affliction at a time 
when he was accomplishing nis best work wae 
agreatlossto art. His pictures have been 
exhibited in the principal cities of the world 
and have always been accorded recognition as 
being the best productions of theirclass. All 
have been sold with the exception of four still 
owned by his wife and exhibited in an art 
store on Locust street. These are: ‘‘At An- 
chor Off Scheveningen,’’ ‘‘Schrimpers off 
Yarmouth,’’ anda painting the title of which 
is not known by the exhibitor, but which rep- 
resents the landing of severai boats on an un- 
inhabited coast. 

‘*At Anchor Off Scheveningen’’ isone of 
Mr. Chase’s most famous pictures. Itis held 
by connoisseurs to be one of the best marines 
extant. Thecanvas is five feet long by two 
feet wide and the picture is valued at 
$1,000, ‘‘Schrimpers Off Yarmouth’’ is 
a smaller painting, being two feet 
by tbkree and one-half feet. The price 
asked for it is $750. Mr. Chase’s 
master-piece, ag announcement of the sale of 
which was receiVed by the family from Mr. 
Fitch of New York yesterday, is ‘‘A Scene in 
New York Harbor.’’ Etchings of this paint- 
ing have been sold extensively. It was exhib- 
ited here at the exposition a year ago and 
an effort was made at the time to get 
some of the citizens to purchase 
it for $1 ,000 and contribute it to the Museum of 
Fine Arts as an illustration of the work &8&t. 
Louis had given to the world of art. The 
movement, however, fell through and the 
picture was sent back to New York again, At 
that time the money asked for the picture was 
needed by Mr. Chase’s wife to help defray the 
expense of the treatment he was undergoing, 
andthe failure of the movement to purchase 
the picture as an addition to the Museum of 
Fine Arts showed, his friends thought, that 
his genius and the crealt re- 
flected on the city by his pro- 
ductions, werenot appreciated. The purchase 
of the picture for the Corcoran Art Gallery 
for $2,000, just double the price asked for it 
pore. is certainly confirmatory of their opin- 
On. 

HIS CONDITION.

Louis who will watch the result of to- 
morrow’s operation with much anxiety. As 
is well known he Is the son of Dr. E. D. Chase, 
a well-known citizen of St. Louis, and he 
lived most of his life in this city.

Bat He Fails to Bring Back to the Stock.

The news has not yet reached the 
market and the trust certificates are still 
quoted at $75. The Equitable people who are 
also interested inthe trust are now in a pe- 
cullar position. The sentiment is growing 
that the dollars and cents are not back of the 
trust certificates to even justify the present 
quotation. Nosecret has been made of the 
dickers which were in hand to 
capture new property to add to the 
trust, and these rosy rumors sent the certifi- 
cates upto 8lig onthe boards. The style in 
which these nogotiations were conducted gave 
no indication that the negotiators Wanted to 
keep the dealdark. If their plan wasto un- 
load at the high figure it was 
NOT A SUCCESS, 
as the certificate-holders didn’t find the mar- 
ket. Then the negotiations dragged, and now 
it is reported they have fallen througi. The 
would-be purchasers of the Laclede are 
not ready to putup $140 cold cash for the La- 
clede stock. They would prefer letting the 
Laclede people inonthe ground floor of the 
Trust. The Laclede holders are averse 
to ._—ic this. They have considered the 
Trust scheme carefully and the directory 
will have nothing todo with it, In the mean- 
time theyare earning 2 per cent quarterly, 
with the best charter in the field. Though no 
threat has been made, there is a quiet deter- 
mination among the Laclede people to 
make the Egulitable crowd put up 
more money for the property every 
time they change their proposition, 
The plan of the New York and Pniladelphia 
crowd to get the Laciedeat a low figure and 
turn itinto the Trust at an Increase has had 
adepressing effecton the St. Louls holders 
of certificates. The Laclede stock holders 
have turned in their proxies and are awuit- 
ing the delayed result of the 
deal. The Laclede representatives decline to 
discuss the status of the deal to buy out the 
Laclede for the Trust. They feel confident 
tbatthe Trust must come round to their fig- 
ures,and some of the heavy holders have 
come to the conclusion that if the stock is go- 
ing into the Trust at$175 that figure and not 
$140 should bethe selling price to the Equit- 
able Co. or any other agents of the Trust.

It was said yesterday that so 
pleased were the engineers with the original 
plans that they intended to atilize the ideas 
on which they were based in building a tunnel 
under the Ganges River.

The Merchants’ Exchange voted to-day to adjourn 
over Good Friday (to-morrow), all other markets 
having decided to close on that day. 

Some people predict a decrease in the next visible 
of wheat, but it is difficult to understand where it can 
come in. ; 

There will be plenty ofcrop news in Saturday, as 
most local traders contemplate putting in Gvod Fri- 
day in sylvan wilds and forest dells. 

The export of wheat and fleur from the American 
Paciticd ‘oast to Europe last week was equivalent to 
mk pa bushels, against 250,000 bushels the previous 
week.

Sidney Walters, a Man Well Supplied With 
Money, Suicides in Chicagé,

dow. Early’s body was picked up in a ter- 
ribly crushed condtion and was re- 
moved to the Thirtieth street police 
station, while Reilly was taken to the 
New York Hospital. Both bones of 
the left leg were found to  0»be 
broken belowthe knee. Severalof the smaller 
bones of the right foot were also fractured. 
In addition tothis there wasa severe contu- 
sion of the back and a lacerated scalp wound, 
The surgeon believes there is a possibility of 
the spine having been fractured. If this is so, 
the chances for his recovery are not good, 
The accident took place at9:15 a.m. and caused 
a great excitement in the neighborhood. After 
the removal of the body of the dead 
man and the departure of the ambulance with 
his comrade, the work of removing the wires 
wentonasusual. Other gangs continued tbe 
work that was being prosecuted on Broadway 
yesterday,the company’s gangs keeping ahead 
of the Mavor’s men and trying to save their 
wires as far as possible. Contractor Busby 
and Inspector Roth, who were in charge of 
the work on Sixth avenue and under whose 
instructions Early and Reilly were working 
when the accident occurred, were arrested 
and taken to the Jefferson Market Police 
Court. Both men stated the occurrence was 
purelytan accident which couid nct have been 
avoided, James O’Brien, a witness of the ac- 
cident,testified that the pole was heavy 
enough to bave pulled the whole side of 
the bouse out and that Roth had been 
told so by someofthe men. Witness told the 
Judge he would not have undertaken what 
Early and Reilly were asked to do for any 
consideration, Other evidence was given to 
the effect that Roth was himself holding a guy 
rope, and that the letting go of that rope 
caused the falling of the pole with the above 
fatal results, Busby was discharged and Roth 
was turned over to the Coroner’s office.

The New Cruiser Chicago in Charge of 
Naval Officers. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCTH. 

NEW YorK, April 18.—The big steel cruiser 
Chicago went ake commission at the Brooklyn 
Navy Yard yesterday at 11:30a. m. The order 
came by wire from the Navy Department and 
although not unexpected was a sudden one. 
Before the commission pennant was flying 
from the main truck 200 biue jackets 


had been marched aboard from the re- 
ceiving ship, bags and hammocks in hand. 
For the first time ;the Chicago is out of the 
hands of navy yard bosses and machine shop 
foremen and under the control of regular 
navy officers. It was a pleasing sight to wit- 
ness the activity aboard the big ship yeater- 
day afternoon. Up on the fore and fore top 
sail yards a half dozen ‘‘Jack Tars’’ were 
administering a coat of navy ‘‘spar compos!i- 
tion.’’ while in the military top on the main 
mast, a knot of blue jackets were 
busily engaged in touching mat- 
ters about the masts and on 
the shields. So far only one-half of the 
Chicago’s complement of men is aboard, 
She is entitied to about 400 seamen and 
marines. Theordering of the cruiser into com- 
mission so suddenly is considered due tothe 
approaching centenary, for although she is to 
be the flag ship of the European station, it is 
not thought that she will be sent across the 
sea until the Ist of June at the earliest. 
As the pfesent work aboard can be 
done by men the Navy Depart- 
ment may not decide to give her 
the full complement for the batteries until 
ready to send her abroad. To this plan navy 
officers demur, for they think that every one 
should be aboard at once, as there is nothin 
like learning the ropes and getting settle 
before leaving port, and especially since 
aboard of a new war vessel there is an 
endless amount of work. The ye 
piy of men aboard the receiving sbip 
Vermont has been pretty well exhausted by 
the draft sent aboard the Chi yesterday, 
and it is very likely thatthe cruiser will get 
the remainder of her detalii from the Boston 
Navy Yard, along witha numberof appren- 
tices from the truining squadron at Newport.

GEN. PRYOR’S SOUTHERN CITIZENSHIP. 


The General Publishes an Account of His 
Capture by a Union Soldier. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

CHARLEsTON, S. C., April 18.—A few weeks 
ago there appeared in the Abbeyville Medium 
an editorial purporting to be an accountof 
the manner in which Gen. Roger A. Pryor 
happened to relinquish his Southern citizen- 
ship, in which the statement was unqualifiedly 
made that Gen. Pryor had deserted tothe 
Union army. In reply to this Gen. Pryor 


sends a letter to the Cbarlesten /JForld, in 
which he says: 

‘*The story isa crueland atrocious calum- 
ny. Thecustom of exchanging tobacco tor 
Northern newspapers was common on the 
outposts of the two armies. Burnside’s corps 
having disappeared from our front, it was 
important to ascertain whitherithad gone, 
onl to get the information I undertook to 
procure the Northern papers in the 
usual way. I was invited by a 
from a Federal soldier to an 
change of papers, and suspecting 
bad faith Ladvanced to meet him. When I 
met the soldier he seized my right arm, and 
my pistol being buttoned under my overcoat, 
1 was incapable of resistance against the pow- 


while he held a pistol in the other. Escape 
was simplyimpossible. Iam not ashamed to 
confess that my capture wrung from me 
tears of unutterable anguish. 

‘*‘The circumstances of the capture were 
well understood at the time and were pub- 
lished in the newspapers. I was carried a 
prisoner to Fort Lafayette, detained therea 
prisoner for months in close confinement and 
finally paroled for exchange. I immediately 
returned to Virginia, but an interruption in 
the exchange of prisoners prevented my en- 
tering again into active service. With the 
officers of the Confederate army, from Lee 
down, I maintained after the close of the war 
relations of unbroken confidence and re 
gard.’’
